Rather than compete with these 
natural obstacles, we have managed to incorporate the natural features 
of the site in our plan, and construction along these lines is now in progress. 

It is our intention to open this unusual and most complete N ursery 
Center next spring (1959). Because we shall concentrate our effort on 
supplying the finest of plants from this Center, it may mean the closing 
of our Weston branch. Modern and improved highways are bringing our 
in-town customers closer to Hopkinton each year, and they always find 
visiting our Hopkinton nurseries a pleasurable excursion.

OUR Main Office is now located in Hopkinton just off Route 135. We are up on a hill off Frank- 
land Street. Signs are posted for your convenience. 

Our Weston office is easily reached with the aid of the map. Proceed west from Route 128 on 
Route 30 for 4 miles; cross Wellesley Street, and Winter Street is the first left beyond this inter- 
section. We are on Winter Street about 14 mile off Route 30.

[Kees S are best grown in good loam with plenty of 
organic matter such as peat moss, well-rotted manure or compost 
worked into the soil to hold moisture and to encourage a healthy 
root action. They respond to fertilization. Well-rotted manure and 
dried manures are excellent. Castor Pomace, Bone Meal and other 
organic fertilizers are all excellent and long-lasting. Chemical 
fertilizers, such as 5-8-7, may be used to give quick action, apply- 
ing about a handful for each plant, provided they are established 
for about a year and watered sufficiently. 


When evergreens are used in a restricted area, such as in founda- 
tion plantings, they normally require an annual pruning to prevent 
overgrowth and to give character to the planting. This pruning 
is best done during spring or early in the summer to allow time for 
additional growth to cover any possible unsightliness of the cuts. 
Hedge shears usually create a formal effect while hand shears or 
a knife are used if one wishes to prune for a more natural effect.
